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Margarita anatolievna HILETOFP, Russian, born 
on April 24, 1919 at Harbin. She is reported to 
have first arrived in Shanghai from narbin in October, 
1928 together with her grandmother, Mrs. O.N. anders, 
mother of Mr. v.L. anders, formerly principal of es 
middle school in Harbin, which was closed in 1928 
owing, it is reported, to some irregularities in 
conducting the school. some time later Mrs. sanders 
and her granddaughter, who was an orphan, returned to 
Harbin where the girl attended a school. In september 
1934 Mrs. anders and Miss siletoff again arrived in 
Shanghai and stayed with Mrs. seylin, Miss pselitoff's 
aunt, at 42 Route vallion, House 4 It appears that 
Mrs. anders was in very reduced circumstances, as 
when she departed to Harbin some time during the 
summer, 1935 she wes unable to pay her passage and was 
helped by the Russian “migrants Committee. Miss 
Biletoff remained in Shanghai and on 9/6/35 married 
a Russian named E.v. Glinsky, who at that time served 
in the Russian Regiment, S.v<t. The couple resided 
at 697/9 avenue Joffre. During the latter part of 
1936 a daughter was born to them. About two years 
ago Mrs. Glinsky secured a position as & bar hostess 
at the Velconte bar & Restaurant, 365 bubbling Well 
Road, in which capacity she worked for about 18 months. 
It is reported that recently she divorced her husband, 
but no official information is availabie regarding 
the date of divorce and the office through the medium 
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of which it was obtained. about two months ago Mra. 
Glinsky, who is at present known under her maiden name, 
left the Delconte sar and has since been residing at 
1337 xu xuen Road. it is further reported that about 
one year ago she made the acquaintance of a sritish 
soldier, who frequently visits her at her present 
address and who appears to be either her paramour or 
fiance. 

She is registered with the Russian Emigrants 
“Committee, 118 Moulmein Road. 

Nothing detrimental is known by this office 


regarding this person.
